Unofficial Reports in 


Moscow Say Passen- 
ger Parachuted to 
Earth—Not Orbiting 
Venture.

MOSCOW, Jan. 6 (AP) 
The Soviet Union has launched 
an experimental rocket 300 
kilometers (186.42 miles) into 
the atmosphere with a man 
aboard, reliable sources here 
said tonight. 

The man parachuted success- 
fully to earth, these souroes 
said. 

There was no official an- 
nouncement concerning this 
latest Soviet venture into the 
atmosphere. 

The successful experiment 
reportedly took place within. a 
day or so after the New Year, 
the reports said. 

Some time ago Soviet scien- 
tists sent up dogs to a lesser 


height. The dogs were re- 
leased and parachuted to safe- 
ty.° 


Rumors about the successful 
experiment wit ha human be- 
ing began circulating in Mos- 
cow about a week ago. 

Russia already has launched 
two successful earth satellites 
which: circled this globe on 
orbit. Sputnik I was launched 
Oct. 4. Its carrier rocket has 
since dropped into the earth's 
atmosphere and has disinte- 
grated. The Sputnik istelf 
also may have burned out.

Sputnik I! Still Orbiting. 

Sputnik II is still circling 
the earth. It was launched 
Nov. 3 with a dog aboard. The 
dog died later. 

The reported human leap 
into the upper atmosphere is 
not in the satellite class. The 
rocket did not orbit about the 
earth. 

The Russians previously had. 
said they hoped to launch a 
satellite with a human being 
aboard sometime in the future. 

However, they have said they 
would not risk a human ITife 
until preliminary experiments 
have been conducted. 

The manned rocket venture, 
if true, presumably was one of 
those experiments. 

The fact that no formal So- 
viet announcement has been 
made in Moscow while rumors 
swept through the Soviet capi- 
tal led to some speculation that 
the manned rocket experiment 
may not have been a 
success, 2 
Speculation on ’'Chute Drop. 

How the Soviets succeeded 
in getting a human being dOwn 
safely to earth from 186 thilgs 
up was not made clear i#.the 
reports circulating in Moséow. 

However, observers spécu- 
lated that the man was -re- 
leased from the rocket in a 
pressurized container equ 
so that he could survive at 
great altitudes and built so the 
container itself would not .be 
destroyed. 

At the right stage the man 
aboard presumably could 
chute out in safety. Re 
here have placed his return; to 
earth as some place in the So- 
viet Union. yt 

The Russians first announged 
they had fired a successful in- 
tercontinental ballistic missile 
last August.

CONGRESS READY 


FOR OPENING AT. 


NOON TOMORROW 


Despite Emphasis on 


Defense, Johnson 
Warns of Need for 
Retaining Prosper- 
ous Economy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 (UP)| & 


—Congress convenes tomorrow | 
with one wary eye on domestic 
economic troubles while it pre- 
pared to tackle more pressing 
problems involving missiles 
and national defense. 

The gavels will bang at noon. 
in the House and Senate to 
start the 1958 session. The 
atmosphere will contrast like 
black. against white from the 
economy mood of the session 
which adjourned four months 
ago because the Soviet Union 
has since launched two sputniks. 

Now the mood is for a bigger 
budget, particularly to pro- 
vide more money for missile 
development. 

Senate Democratic leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson told re- 
porters it was “important to 
realize the necessity of main- 
taining a prosperous economy” 
to support the defense program. 
While pointing to defénse and 
foreign policy as the chief 
problems facing Congress, he 
said gains. made by the Ameri- 
can people should not be de- 
stroyed “in the name of 
missiles.” 

Forecast on Legislation. 


Johnson said he expects Con- 
gress to pass legislation this 
year dealing with small busi- 
ness, farm, housing and other 
economic problems. 


Many returning members 
have shown some restiveness 
over the economic outlook be- 
cause farmers still seem to be 
in. trouble and there is rising 


unemployment in the cities. 


The Administration line is| 
that.a business pickup by mid- 
year will correct the situation 
and brighten the picture. | 


But the Democrats, who form | 
the majorities in the House and | 
Senate, have long given much 
attention to bread-and-butter 
issues which affect the voters’ 
pocketbook. 


Defense and foreign policy 
will get the congressional ear 
this. week. The Senate pre- 
paredness subcommittee. al- 
ready investigating United 
States missile and satellite pro- 
grams, laid out a full schedule 
of -hearings rupning from to- 
day through Friday. 

Briefing for Democrats. 


Senate Democrats will re- 
ceive a briefing on what the 
hearings have shown so far at 
a- closed conference tomorrow 
morning. At the same time, 
G.O.P. congressional leaders 
will meet with President Eisen- 
hower for a talk on the Ad- 
ministration’s legislative pro- 
gtam. Senate Republicans may 
have their own missile confer- 
ence Wednesday. 

The President will appear 
before.a joint session of House 
and Senate Thursday to pre- 
sént his annual message on the 
state of the union. His budget 
miessage will go to Congress 
next ‘Monday. 

Senator John J. Sparkman 
(Dem.); Alabama, said yester- 
day that the Democratic Con- 
gtess may “take the lead” if 
not fgatisfied with President 
Eisenhower's program for meet- 
ing. the Soviet missile threat. 

parkman and assistant Sen- 
ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, issued 
statements calling on the Presi- 
dent to provide leadership. 

‘Difficult to Shape Policy. 

ansfield made clear he 
theught Sparkman’s warhing 
was correct. But he indicated 
he. believed it would be diffi- 
cult—and possibly dangerous— 
for Congress to shape basic 
policy. : 

“The country and Congress 
looks to Mr. Eisenhower for 
leadership,” Mansfield said. 
“The Democrats will go more 
than half way in meeting Mr. 
Eisenhower if he exercises it.” 

Mansfield pointedly warned 
of.the dangers in any attempt 
bys Congress to substitute for 
praSidential leadership “be- 
cause of powers inherent in 
the Presidency.”

Mansfield noted that White 
House press secretary James C. 
Hagerty said last week that he 
expected a balanced budget 
this year and no change in 
taxes.

“While we must give new 
impetus to our missile and sat- 
ellite programs, we cannot af- 
ford to over-emphasize defense 
at the expense of our domestic 
economy,” Mansfield said. ““We 
must strengthen both of them 
at the same time, for if one 
fails, the other will fall.”

The photographs on this page 
show Red River Reds, those 
fin®é potatoes which get their 
name from the famous Red 
River Valley of the North, and 
which at present comprise 
rough'y one third of the pota- 
toes coming into St. Louis. But 
you have your choice of whites, 
reds and russets from many 
sources. The important thing 
is that spuds are plentiful and 
cheap. 


Ineidentally, it’s interesting 
to te that potatoes were 
widely cultivated in South 
America at the time of the 
Spanish conquest, and the 
Spaniards introduced them in 
Europe in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Historians relate that it 
took many years to induce the 
English to eat them because 
‘they considered the potato an 
unwholesome food. 


In fact, it is said, that an 
organization was formed called 
the “Society for the Prevention 
of Unwholesome Diet,” and 
that the nickname “spud” came 
from the initials of the society. 
Whether or not this tale is true, 
there is no doubt that despite 
early prejudice jhe potato has 
become one of the worlds fa- 
vorite foods, served in usual 
and unusual ways. 


Nutritionally, the potato can 
hold .its own with the best of 
them. One medium sized 
boiled-in-jacket potato has al- 
most the same amount of iron 
as one egg; as much vitamin C 
as a small glass of tomato juice. 
Potatoes contain appreciable 
amounts of vitamin B and 
niacin, and are an excellent 
source of food energy. 


The trick is not to get into a 
culinary groove about serving 
them the same old way, day in 
and day out. They are fine 
baked, mashed, fried and boiled 
—but that is only a beginning. 
For example, don’t fotget how 
soup can taste on a winter's 
day. 


In ‘ny. poll to determine 
favorite ways of preparing pota- 
toes, chances are that home- 
makers in Missouri and Illinois 
would rank Potato Pancakes 
near the top of the list. 


To make them, simply grate 
or grind two cups raw potatoes 
and put immediately into one- 
fourth cup milk. Add one egg, 
beaten slightly, two tablespoons 
flour, one teaspoon salt, pepper, 
and one teaspoon finely 
Drop from a 


tablespoon onto a greased fry- 

pan. Cook until well 
browned and crisp on both 
sides, and serve very hot. 


Ev@n when preparing spuds 
in familiar ways, it's smart to 
vary the seasonings. Because 
the potato is mild in flavor it 
combines well with other vege- 
tables and gets a lift from 
spices and some of the common 
herbs 

A dash of paprika on the 
top of a dish of mashed pota- 
toes gives a nice touch of 
color. There is a definite flav- 
or affinity between potatoes 


and the onion family—garlic, sis: 


chives, leek and Spanish. Basil, 
thyme, marjoram or a bay leaf 
ean do flattering things to po- 
tatoes; parsley adds both color 
and flavor. Try chopping it 
and adding it to potatoes in- 
stead of using it merely for a 
garnish which often is -not 
eaten.

politics has been the injection of a virulent strain of anti- 
Americanism into the debate‘ over foreign policy. 
The appearance of this strain already is a matter of con- 


cern to government ministers. 


the Administration in Washington. 


If it:continues, it should worry 
For Britain's acceptance 


of bases for intermediate range ballistic missiles and its pro- 
duction of hydrogen bombs and long range bombers has made 
it the most advanced of United States allies. 


Consequently the effect on 
the government of a campaign 
now being waged here over 
foreign policy will be noted 
carefully by other allies of the 

d States in Europe. 

When anti-Americanism be- 
comes a factor in British poli- 
tics, as it has periodically since 
1945, there is an understand- 
able tendency to ascribe it to 
jealousy, fear, pride and other 
emotions. This would be a mis- 
take in the present instance. 
Criticism of the United States 
is a reflection of a new and 
fundamental difficulty. 


Basic Differences. 


This is the basic difference 
between the United States and 
the United Kingdom and other 
European allies over the na- 
ture of an increasingly strong 
Soviet challenge and, conse- 
quently, over the manner it is 
to be met by the West. 

At the NATO meeting in 
Paris last month, obvious re- 
spect and liking for President 
Eigenhower on the part~ of 
other heads of governments | 
obsured temporarily the pres- 
ence of this difference. It 
exists, althotigh ‘naturally Jess 
is made of it by governments 
dependent to some extent on 
the United States than by op- 
position parties and public 
opinion in nations abroad. 


The difference is one of ap- 
proach to the new situation 
arising from the Soviet Union’s 
attainment of a lead in making 
long range rockets. The United 
States has approached this 
challenge almost entirely on a 
military basis. The primary 
assumption of United States 
policy, as it is seen in Europe, 
is that if the Soviet lead in 
rocketry cam be overtaken, 
everything will be all right. « 

A different view is taken by 
public opinion in this country. 
If letters and newspapers from 
the continent are any criteria, 
popular thought there alsd 
takes a different view, to 
emphasize the military aspects 
of the Soviet challenge is to 
invite disaster. 


Public opinion, in which 
most European governments 
and certainly the British gov- 
ernment agree, argues that the 
primary Soviet challenge is po- 
litical and economic and that 
it will be implemented with 
increasing strength in the Mid- 
dle East and Africa. 

Disarmament Favored. 


Huge armaments expendi- 
tures by the United States and 
its European allieé will weaken 
the ability of the West to re- 
ply to this challenge but will 
not add much immediately to 
the West’s nuclear deterrent, 
according to this view. Em- 
phasis in Western policy 


should be on disarmament, at | 


least until there has been 
another attempt to reach agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union. 

The difference is aggravated 
and—contrary to opinion— 
strengthened by the change in 
power relationships which Eu- 
ropeans are convinced has re- 
sulted from Soviet progress. 

The United States, on which 
Western Europe relied for pro- 
‘tection for so long, now must 
solicit European acceptance of 
1,.R.B.M. bases for its own pro- 
tection. 

This may be superficial read- 
ing of the strategic situation. 
It ls a heady position for peo- 
ple like the German Socialists 
and right wing independents in 
Britain’s Conservative party, 
who think they have been get- 
ting the back of Dulles’s hand 
for five years. 

Long before the NATO con- 
ference, the Secretary of State 
had become a fixation in Brit- 
ain and on the Continent. Dis- 
like for Dulles personally and 
distaste for United States poli- 
cies intermingled. Since the 
NATO conference the situation 
has deteriorated. 

The Secretary of State is pic- 
tured by the opposition and by 
rebels in the Conservative par- 
ty as hostile to negotiations 
with the Soviet Union, sterile 
in policy.and the decisive influ- 
ence in making British foreign 


policy. 
Criticism of Dulles. 
Arguments against rocket 


bases for Britain, for inde- 
pendent foreign policy and for 
an approach to the Soviet Un- 
ion all jnclude the sharpest 
criticism; of the Secretary of 
State. 

President Eisenhower's — ill- 
nesses. have compounded the 
difficulty. Even some of the 
best-informed men in London 
appear worried that United 
States policy is being dictated 
by the Secretary of State rather 
than by the President they 
know and like. 

Dulles, unhappily, is the 
focus for discontent and grum- 
bling embracing, almost every 
aspect of British dissatisfaction 
with the United States. 

To the Socialist, who dis- 
trusts all capitalism, he is Wall 
Street incarnate. To the right 
wing Tory he is the man who

Soviet Union, thrusting 
unwanted rockets on Britain 
and forcing the British Gov- 
ernment to follow his policies.

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A Basic Right Upheld 


Missouri's first appointee to the Supreme 
Court—Justice Charles Evans Whittaker—has 
tipped the scales in an important 5-to-4 decision 
in favor of an uneducated, youthful defendant 
who was sent to prison for life without the as- 
sistance of a lawyer to protect his trial rights. 
In the case, Moore v. Michigan, Justice Whit- 
taker’s vote, joined with those of Chief Justice 
Warren and Justices Black, Douglas and Bren- 
flan, made up the one-judge majority. 

Willie B. Moore was a 17-year-old Negro with 
a seventh-grade education when he was arrested 
and charged with murder in Kalamazoo in 1938. 
While he was in jail, the sheriff told him that 
tension was “very high outside” and that “there 
could be trouble.” He impressed on the youth 
that if he pleaded guilty he would be moved 
quickly to Jackson where he would be safe. 

When the uneducated defendant was taken 
before the judge he declined counsel, saying 
he wanted “to have it over with.” On his plea 
of guilty he was sentenced to solitary confine- 
ment at hard labor for the rest of his life. This 
was the maximum sentence; Michigan does not 
have capital punishment. 

* - . 

That was nearly 20 years ago. In 1950 prison- 
er Moore filed a motion for a new trial. The 
Michigan courts denied the new trial, but the 
Supreme Court granted a hearing. 

Justice Brennan, who wrote the majority opin- 
ion, cites more than one reason why the ac- 
cused youth should have had the assistance of 
a lawyer. One reason was that it was altogether 
possible he was mistakenly identified, as the 
evidence pointing to him as the perpetrator 
of the crime was entirely circumstantial. 

As Justice Brennan says, the Circumstances 
compel the conclusion that Willie Moore's rights 
could not have been fairly protected without 
the assistance of counsel. Neither could he in- 
telligently and understandingly have waived his 
right ‘to counsel, as guaranteed in the Bill of 
Rights, while a prey to fear of lynching. 

The four dissenters, Justice Burton joined 
by Justices Frankfurter, Clark and Harlan, take 
the opposite position. They hold that not 
enough evidence has been adduced, 19 years 
later, to establish Willie Moore's claim that he 
feared lynching. They argue that in declining 
counsel he acted “freely, intelligently and un- 
derstandably.” 

. - * 

A quarter century ago the late Justice Suth- 
erland, in the celebrated Scottsboro case of 
Powell v, Alabama, described why a criminally 
accused person is entitled to legal assistance. 
He said for the majority: 


The right to be heard would be, in many 
cases, of little avail if it did not compre- 
hend the right to be heard by counsel. Even 
the intelligent and educated layman has 
small and sometimes no skill in the science 
of law. 

If charged with crime, he is incapable, 
generally, of determining for himself wheth- 
er the indictment is good or bad. He is un- 
familiar with the rules of evidence. Left 
without the aid of counsel he may be put on 
trial without a proper charge, and convicted 
upon incompetent evidence, or evidence ir- 
relevant to the issue or otherwise in- 
admissible. 

He lacks both the skill and knowledge 

. adequately to prepare his defense, even 
though he have a perfect one. He re- 
quires the guiding hand of counsel at every 
step in the ings against him. With- 
out it, th he be not guilty, he faces 
the danger of conviction because he does 
not know how to establish his innocence. 

If that be true of men of intelligence, 
how much more true is it of the ignorant 
and the illiterate, or those of feeble intellect. 


The country can be glad, that the case of 
Willie Moore was decided as was the Scottsboro 
case and not as too many other right-to-counsel 
tests have been decided in the interval. And 
Missouri can take satisfaction in knowing that 
the narrow margin of victory for the Sixth 
Amendment’s basic right was provided by Jus 
tice Whittaker, the Supreme Court’s newest 
member. 
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Reviving the Science Attaches 

There is little doubt that the United States 
should keep closer watch on scientific advances 
made by other nations. Sputniks I and II are 
sufficient proof. What may prove to be a for- 
ward step in checking on scientists abroad is 
the State Department’s plan to revive its science 
attache program, which died in 1955 from lack 
of funds. 

The program is to be reinstated with a 
$200,000 appropriation under the proposed new 
budget. Science attaches would be'sent to Lon- 
don, Paris, Bonn, Stockholm and Tokyo where 
they once were under the program that began 
in the. Truman Administration. The Depart- 
ment also has in mind several other important 
areas, including Moscow, which is a “must.” 

In this age of atoms and electronics, attaches 
to keep abreast of what is going on in foreign 
fields of science should be just as valuable as 
attaches in the military field. 
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More Than Money at Issue 

Democratic criticism of the Administration’s 
education program will be shallow and ineffec- 
tive if it is based on the simple idea that the 
nation needs to spend a lot more money a lot 
faster than Secretary Folsom proposes. The 
real criticism of the program is that it is a 
temporary one, to be cut off after four short 
years, and may not go deeply enough to the 
roots of the problem. 


Federal scholarships have long been regarded 
as a desirable device for developing talents 
which otherwise would be wasted because of 
economic handicaps. But without more compe- 
tent teachers and more teaching facilities, the 
scholarship program could only make college 
admissions more competitive—and that might 
be an even smaller gain, than it seems. 


The report dées recognize the need for more 
and better teachers in the high schools and in 
the colleges. It also offers some help in in- 
creasing their salaries. But how many more 
good teachers actually could be trained in the 
next four years? This depends more on the 
number of qualified candidates available than 
on the sum Congress is willing to vote. And if 
salaries are improved for the next four years, 
what happens in the fifth year? 


True, a student who received a scholarship 
in the program's fourth year would be able to 
finish his course. Washington calls this “phas- 
ing out.” This four-year approach, however, in- 
dicates either a failure to appreciate that our 
educational system cannot be transformed in so 
short a time—to say nothing about keeping it 
on a higher level—or an effort to placate those 
who think more about lower taxes than about 
better education. 

This political element is further suggested by 

the insistence that the states match the contem- 

plated appropriations on a 50-50 basis. This is 
an improbability even if the program were con- 
fined only to public high schools and state 
universities. : .

The difficulty is that the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
are supposed both to advise the Secretary of De- 
fense, and to command their separate branches. 
They do the latter well and jealously, but testi- 
mony before the Senate Preparedness subcom- 
mittee suggests that the Joint Chiefs are an 
inadequate source of advice for the Defense 
Secretary. 

The new report of the panel financed by the 
Rockefeller Fund emphasizes that the chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs lacks authority over them. 
Often he can only pass on their disagreements 
to the Secretary or the President. 

Thus the Defense Secretary has neither the 
advisory military staff to make command deci- 
sions nor the single chief of staff necessary to 
see that they are carried out. 

All this had become clear by 1949, when Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, then chairman of the JCS, re- 
buked the Navy for not accepting decisions of 
top military authority. It is clearer today, with 
the missile problem provoking a new host of 
costly service rivalries and duplications. 

As the Post-Dispatch noted seven years ago, 
there is no reason to fear that a single chief of 
staff would destroy civilian control of the mili: 
tary, for “he would be appointed by a civilian 
President, approved by a civilian Senate and 
work under a civilian Secretary of Defense.” 

To the contrary, a single chief of staff is 
needed to asstre stronger civilian control of 
the services. And he is needed as the first link 
in a chain of command which must be able to 
meet the challenge of new weapons with new 
strategy, swift decisions and unified effort.

Prime Minister Macmillan’s proposal of a 
non-aggression pact with the Soviet Union tés- 
tifies eloquently to the great power of public 
opinion in Britain which demands negotiations 
with the Russians. Mr. Macmillan’s Conserv- 
ative Government has been almost as apathetic 

toward negotiations as Secretary Dulles. Yet 

the Prime Minister at Paris was compelled by 
pressure at home to stand with the other NATO 
members in calling for negotiations, and now 
he has gone a step further. 

The idea of a non-aggression pact between 
the NATO and Warsaw powers is a long-time 
favorite of the Russians. There is fio very 
strong argument against it. If the Russians 
value it highly enough to make a point of it, 
the West could sign with no loss of prestige 
or security. 

But it would be Illusory to expect such a 
pact alone to solve the problem confronting the 
world. As our State Department often points 
out, every member of the U.N. is already bound 
by a solemn Covenant not to resort to military 
aggression. To repeat the pledge in a.more 
restricted form applying only to Europe would 
mean little except as a demonstration that some- 
thing at least can be agreed on between the 
Soviets and the West. 

That demonstration of itself may be worth 
making. But it should be supplemented by 
more profound approaches to the basic con- 
troversies at issue. Meaningful negotiation 
eannot exclude great political and diplomatic 
questions, like the future of Germany and pro- 
posals for nuclear demilitarization of central 
Europe. Nor can it exclude serious effort to 
break the disarmament impasse by concessions

Grim Report on War Prisoners 


Cruelty and Collaboration Among Captives in Korea

Every American who can read 
should read the 20,000-word report 
on the conduct of the 7190 American 
soldiers who were taken prisoner dur- 
ing the Korean War. The report was 
written by Eugene Kinkead and ap- 
peared in the Oct. 26, 1957, issue of 
The New Yorker. 

The armed forces, alarmed at re- 
ports early in the war of disorganiza- 
tion and disloyalty among American 
prisoners, were determined to get at 
the bottom of the 


problem. When

undertook the unprecedented, mas- 
sive task of interrogating every one 
of the Americans who had been held 
prisoner. Testimony runs into the 
millions of pages. 

The findings of this mammoth in- 
terrogation team can only be ed 
shocking. Some of the findings: 

Out of the total of 7190 American 
prisoners, 38 per cent (or 2730) 
while in captivity, highest in the his- 
tory of any war in our history. Army 
spokesmen place tke blame for this 
astounding death rate not on the 
Chinese or North Korean captors, as 
one might have thought,. but squarely 
on the prisoners themselves. 

One out of every three American 


prisoners in Korea was guilty of 


some sort of collaboration with the 
enemy. Thirteen per cent of the to- 
tal prisoners were guilty of “serious 
collaboration, writing disloyal tracts 
or agreeing to spy or organize for 
the Communists after the war.” 

Not one American prisoner escaped 
from prison camp. 


Brutality on the March 


Only 13 per cent of our prisoners 
limited the information he gave to 
the enemy to the only data captors 
have a right to expect: the prison- 


er’s name, rank, serial number and 


date of birth. 

Maj. Clarence Anderson, an Army 
doctor who was captured by the Chi- 
nese at Unsan and was later awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross for 
his own heroism in remaining with 
wounded soldiers when the wun- 
wounded pulled out of battle, de- 


scribes some of the cruelty and bru- _ 


tality of American prisoners towards 
their fellow soldiers. 

“At first the badly wounded suf- 
fered . most,” he _ says. “On the 
marches back from the line to tem- 
porary holding camps, casualties on 
litters were often call abandoned 
beside the road. Able-bodied pris- 
oners refused to carry them, even 
when the officers commanded them 
to do so. If a Communist guard or- 
dered a litter shouldered, our men 
obeyed; otherwise, the wounded were 
left to die. 

“On the march, in the temporary 
camps, ahd in the permanent ones,” 
reports Maj. Anderson, “the strong 
regularly took food from the weak. 
There was no discipline to prevent it. 

“On winter nights, helpless men 
with dysentery were rolled outside 
the huts by their comrades and left 
to die in the cold.” 


It was Maj. Anderson who had to 
cram food down the throats of pris- 
oners who had simply “given up. 

The thing that struck Maj. Ander- 
son was the “almost universal inabil- 
ity of the prisoners to adjust to a 
primitive situation.” This was “only 
partly” caused by “the psychic shock 
of being captured,” he says. “It was 
also, I think, the result of some new 
failure in the childhood and adoles- 
cent training of our young men—a 
new softness.” 

Father John J. Higgins, S.J., one 
of the pioneers in the mental therapy 
movement in St. Louis, “Recovery, 
Inc.,” has heard Army tape record- 
ings of the results of this report and 
is inclined to attribute the major 
share of .the emotional and moral 
breakdown of the prisoners to the 
second of the two reasons given by 
Maj. Anderson—lack of training and 
discipline by parents and the com- 
plete absence in the lives of so many 
young Americans today of a sense of 
loyalty and personal and social re- 
sponsibility. 


Most Need Not Have Died 


The ‘indisputable fact,: verified by 
all the interrogators and experts in 
this grim report, was that most of 
our soldiers need not have died in 
prison camps, most of them need not 
have collaborated, either mildly or 
seriously, with the enemy. 


Prison food was plain ard unpal- 
atable, but not below starvation level. 
The Communists persisted in their 
indoctrination attempts with morally. 
vulnerable prisoners, but there was 
no “brainwashing,” a technieal, pre- 
cise term used carelessly and loosely 
by many Americans today as an equiv- 
alent for any kind of persuasion. 


The Army investigation team found, 
by contrast, that not one of the Turk- 
ish soldiers who were captured died 
in a prison camp, although half of 
them were sick or badly wounded 
when captured. The’ Turks main- 
tained discipline. among themselves, 
the strong helped the weak, food was 
shared equitably, no Turk ever be- 
came an “informer” on his fellow- 
soldiers who tried to escape, and the 
Chinese captors simply gave up in 
their attempt to indoctrinate. them.

Truly Rich Anthology 


JOHN KIERAN’S TREASURY OF 
GREAT NATURE WRITING, Edited 
with Comments and Biographical Notes 
by John Kieran. (Hanover House, 640 
pas., $4.95.) 


The anthology is among the more 
fascinating devices of the publishin 
trade. It gives-already published 
widely circulated writings a second— 
or a third, or fiftieth—commercial 
life, and not as second-hand commod- 
ities. Since anthologies are put to- 
gether with scissors and paste rather 
than with pen or typewriter, they are 
just about the easiest way to get 
your name on the cover and title-page 
of a book. 


Since they contain only a few pages 
rather than volumes of an author's 
work, anthologies are welcomed .by 
readers who prefer their culture thin.

High Ranking Poohbah. 


As a matter of fact, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has made the 
role of Press Secretary much 
beyond what it has been and 
should be. This stems from 
the emergency at the time of 
his heart attack in Denver in 
1955, and it was further inten- 
sified by his ileitis attack. 


Jim Hagerty, indeed, then 
was a poohbah of a high order. 
In previous Administrations it 
was not the function of the 
Press Secretary to speak in 
areas of high policy. 


The unavailability of the 
President for direct question- 
ing has likewise. spread 
throughout the Government. 
Prior to World War II and 
even into it for a time, every 
Cabinet officer held one and 
two press conferences weekly. 


This was true during the 12 
years of Republican Adminis- 
trations in the 1920’s. Govern- 
ment then moved at a more 
casual pace, it is true. 


Generation of New Men. 


During the war, when less 
attention was paid to the regu- 
lar Cabinet departments, the 
press conferences began to be 
abandoned and the newspapers 
got out of the habit of insisting 


casionally. Now, with the eco- 
nomic recession, rising cost of 
living and increasing unem- 
ployment as paramount issues, 
he holds them more frequently. 


The tendency of top Admin- 
istration officials to see less of 
the press has trickled down, in 
its influence, to officials below, 
not only in their departments 
but in special independent 
agencies that have become so 
vital to Government today. 


This was graphically revealed 
by the Moss Committee of the 
House and the Hennings Com- 
mittee of the Senate, which 
found in a wide area all sorts 
of inhibitions imposed on in- 
formation to- which the public 
is entitled. 


The Hennings Amendment. 


As the two committees. pur- 
sued their inquiry, they had 
cited to them repeatedly a sec- 
tion of the United States 
Code, enacted way back in 
1789. It was, as Senator Hen- 
nings described it, merely a 
housekeeping statute giving 
the department head authority 
to “prescribe regulations, not 
inconsistent with law, for the 
government of his department, 
the conduct of its officers and 
clerks, the distribution and per- 
formance of its business, and 
the custody, use, and preserva- 
tion of the records, papers, and 
property appertaining to it.”

Joao Evangelista 
de Lima Vidal, Archbishop of 
Aveiro, died yesterday here.

In the 
identical period, from Septem- 
ber through December last 
year, 700 persons died of the 
disease.

VII. We must pool with our 
allies in NATO scientific and 
technical information, and pro- 
vide them with nuclear weap- 
ons and delivery systems. 

VIII. Civil defense must be 
part of our over-all strategic 
posture. A program must be 
undertaken to include.a warn- 
ing system and fall-out shel- 
ters. 

IX. We must face the fact 
that a meaningful reduction 
of armaments must be pre- 
ceded by a reduction of ten- 
sions and a settlement of out- 
standing issues that have di- 
vided the world since World 
War II. At the same time, 
concrete proposals to limit such 
wars as might be forced on us 
should be introduced into 
negotiations on reduction in 
forces. Even if the Soviet 
Union should reject our pro- 
posals, a unilateral declaration 
might give it a strong inces 
tive to follow suit. 

More Defense Spending. 

X. Starting immediately de- 
fense expenditures must be in- 
creased substantially over the 
next few years. Testimony in- 
dicates that current deficien- 
cies in our strategic posture re- 
quire additional expenditures 
each year of approximately 
three billion dollars for the 
next several years. This does 
not include necessary increased 
appropriations for mutual as- 
sistance and for civil defense. 
Because we must maintain our 
present forces as we go into 
production on new weapons, 
such as missiles, the cost of 
military programs will continue 
to rise until at ledst 1965. 

Among other things, this 
panel recommends that: 

A) Aircraft procurement to 
modernize existing units be 
authorized into the 1960s while 
pressing for the most rapid de- 
velopment of operational inter- 
mediate range and inter-conti- 
nental ballistic missiles. 

B) The SAC base structure 
be made less vulnerable to sur- 
prise attack through dispersion 
and other protective measures. 

C) An accelerated research 
and development support be 
provided for such key programs 
as missiles. 

D) Additional troop transport 
be authorized in the form both 
of modern aircraft and ships. 

E) The program of equipping 
both surface and underwater 
ships with missiles of various 
types be accelerated and addi- 
tional funds for anti-submarine 
defense be provided.

Toy Instructions: 
‘This Is Important’ 


In yesterday's Everyday Magazine, Staff Writer John 
Keasler told of the woes inherent in assémbiing a toy doll 
house. Today we present the views of our wrathful Paris 
essayist, Art B ald, on the same subject, same doll 
house, same instructions.

WE THINK WE'VE GOT a clue to what happened 
to many of our advanced scientists in recent years. They're 
writing pamphlets of instructions for toy companies.

Seme of the simple Instructions that come 
with the dell house were as follews: “Assemble 
ground-floor partition te ground fleer with probing 
notch facing outward, and the alternate bugs down- 
ward.

It took us from 11 o'clock until 3 in the morning, 
with the aid of three rolls of Scotch tape, a tube of 
rubber cement and a soldering iron to’ get the house 
together. We never did get the automatic door to work 
automatically, but our kids are old-fashioned anyway and 
prefer to work their garage doors by hand.

Nobody argues 
‘~ about these facts, but too often the books that are needed 
a are missing. They are expensive and school budgets are 
**. limited. Thoughtful friends of the school can give the 
* teachers and pupils a great lift by presenting them with 
,* dictionaries, encyclopedias and other good i ference books. 
“) Nobody can answer all the questions children ask and not 
* every family can afford to own the expensive books of 
reference that are needed. That opens the field to the 
good friends of the school to do their part. 


Then the school must do its part. Children in the 

third grade must learn the alphabet in sequence so that 

_ they learn how to use a telephone book, a dictionary and 
*} any reference book arranged alphabetically. This is often 
overlooked and wé find students, even in secondary schools, 
fumbling through a dictionary to find the word they need.

_ The secondary school students are in special 
need of good reference books close to their hands. 
When there is but one unabridged dictionary in 
the school library, or perhaps ig the principal’s 
office, the student is unlikely to go in search of 
it.

The good habit of looking up information, finding the 
correct pronunciation of a word, and ‘its correct meaning 
and use, is not born in children. It is an acquired skill 
’ and must be taught and practiced day by day in the school- 
room. We begin by teaching the children in the first 
three years of elementary school about the dictionary and 
the telephone book and we show them how to make their 
‘own dictionaries. If this practice is followed up by the 
fourth year grades the pupils will be ready to learn how 
to use the dictionary on their own. zs . 

‘Wouldn't it be a good idea to make certain ‘that such 
books were in the classrooms of grades from the fifth to
